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With this report two changes are made, the first being the giving effect to the 
extension of Edinburgh with the consequent absorption of Leith and the extension 
of Motherwell with its amalgamation with Wishaw, and the second being a change 
in column 21 of the Table, all respiratory diseases being there included in place of 
pneumonia, bronchitis and pleurisy, as formerly.

The weekly number of deaths, corrected by the exclusion of those of 
non-residents, and by the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
is 866. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 25:3 per thousand, and the death-rate, 
corrected, 18°5. 

The birth-rate for the week is 0-9 below that for the previous week, 1:2 below 
the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, and 6°3 below that for the 
corresponding week of last year. The death-rate for the week is 0°5 above that for 
the previous week, the same as the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, 
and 2°5 above that for the corresponding week of last year. 

In the individual towns the death-rate ranged from 25°8 in Coatbridge, 24°] in 
Ayr, and 20°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw, to 11°3 in Kilmarnock, 13-7 in Hamilton, 
and 15:2 in Aberdeen.

The weekly number of deaths, corrected by the exclusion of those of 
non-residents, and by the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
is 690, The equivalent annual birth-rate is 30:1 per thousand, and the death-rate, 
corrected, 14:7. 

The birth-rate for the week is 0°8 above that for the previous week, 1:4 above 
the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, but 0°8 below that for the 
corresponding week of last year. The death-rate for the week is 0°3 below that for 
the previous week, the same as the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, 
but 3°7 below that for the corresponding week of last year. . 

In the individual towns the death-rate ranged from 20-0 in Greenock, 18°8 
in Coatbridge, and 16°3 in Glasgow, to 7:8 in Kirkcaldy, 8:7 in Perth, and 9:1 in 
Falkirk.

Compared 
with the returns for the previous week, deaths from whooping-cough are 3 more, 
from the diarrhceas of childhood 3 more, from measles 2 more, and from diphtheria 
2 more, while those from scarlet fever are 2 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 6. They are 1 fewer than in the previous 
week, and 47 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 92. They are 19 fewer than in the 
previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 131, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and upwards 200. The former are 5 more than in the previous 
week, but 55 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. The latter are 10 
more than in the previous week, and 27 more than in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 24. They are the same as in 
the previous week, but 6 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first seven towns named in the Table was 45°°8, 
being 3°:4 below that for the previous week, and 1°°8 below that for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°67 inch. 
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In the Fifteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively bave an estimated 
population of 2,446,100, there were registered during the week ending 14th May 
1921 the births of 1395 living children, the deaths of 684 persons, and 190 
marriages.

They are 5 more than in the previous 
week, but 39 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year.

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 24. They are the same as in 
the previous week, but 5 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first seven towns named in the Table was 53°'l, 
being 7°°3 above that for the previous week, and 4°°5 above that for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°20 inch. 
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‘In the Fifteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,446,100, there were registered during the week ending 21st May 
1921 the births of 1355 living children, the deaths of 643 persons, and 188 
marriages. The weekly number of deaths, corrected by the exclusion of those of 
non-residents, and by the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
is 626.

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Whooping-cough. 
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Population figures derived from the recent Census are included in this week’s 
Report. They show that the populations of the Fifteen Principal Towns collectively 
amount to 2,323,800, which is 122,300, or 5:0 per cent., less than the provisional 
estimate recently in use. In view of this and for personal purposes of fair com- 
parison the birth and death rates of recent weeks have been adjusted. The recent 
Census has shown that one additional burgh has a population over 30,000 and falls 
to be added to the 15 presently included for the purpose of this Report, that burgh 
being Dunfermline. Its inclusion in the Weekly Report will shortly be given 
effect to. : 

In the Fifteen Principal Towns of Scotland, collectively having a population of | 
2,323,800, there were registered during the week ending 23rd July the births of 
1179 living children, the deaths of 566 persons, and 754 marriages. The weekly 
number of deaths, corrected by the exclusion of those of non-residents, and by the 
inclusion of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland, is 542. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 26-5 per thousand, and the death-rate, corrected, is 12°2 per thousand.
